Opportunity for the County 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Education in St. Louis county 


is rapidly approaching a crisis. .- 


Many of the county districts 
are at the legal limit of majority- 
voted taxes. The two-thirds ma- 
jority which is necessary for high- 
er taxes is becoming virtually im- 
possible to achieve. 

To look for further aid from 
the state level is an extremely op- 
timistic and, unfortunately, unreal 
approach to the problem. An 
equalization plan such as that 
proposed by the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey could very easily be 
bogged down legally. 

Federal aid, of course, would 
be the fairest approach to equali- 
zation. But federal aid to educa- 
tion is not very likely to come 
s00N. 

Equalization at a rather high 
level can be brought about in St. 
Louis county by reorganization. 
Perhaps reorganization is not the 
fairest nor the most desirable so- 
lution, but it is the most. practi- 
cal. It can be done now within 
the framework of the law. 

a ~ _ 


Reorganization plans will more 
likely be voted by the people now 
that the idea of local autonomy 
no longer holds its attractiveness 
especially when the autonomy 
must be bought with extremely 
high taxes and with an education- 
al system that is still inferior to 
that of wealthier neighbors. 

My proposal for reorganizing 
the county's 29 districts into five 
is drastic. Any action taken after 
long indifference to cancerous 
symptoms must be drastic. 

We must lower the number of 
districts we have in St. Louis 
county. The benefits in the way 
of increased educational opportu- 
nity are something very tangible: 
The evils that might arise in a 
large district are very intangible 
and can be controlled by vigilance. 

The central location of indus- 
trial wealth in the county makes 
reorganization into large districts 
necessary. Any piecemeal reor- 
ganization will only delay the day 
of drastic reorganization, not pre- 
vent it. 

The five-district plan was drawn 
up primarily on the basis of equal- 
izing assessed valuation. The two 
districts with the lowest assessed 
valuation are the extreme north 
and south districts. Both districts 
contain room for growth. 

The north district contains the 
Columbia Bottoms area which is 
a potential industrial center. The 
movement of industry into the 
south district has already been 
initiated by the Chrysler Corp. 
with the construction of a new 
plant in the Eureka district. 

- 


Other benefits derive from 
large districts: each new district 
will be large enough to justify, 
and wealthy enough to afford, a 
complete program of education 
including facilities for vocational 
education. In most cases there 
will be sufficient bonding capacity 
to meet building needs. Better 
attendance areas could be estab- 
lished. Supervisory programs 
could be set up. Salary sched- 
ules sufficient to attract the bet- 
ter teacher could be established. 

The five-district plan does not 
pretend to be the best possible 
arrangement of districts, but it 
is better than 29 districts or even 
20 districts, and it does equalize 
assessed valuation. 

Reorganization of St. Louis 
county into larger districts will 
/benefit the entire metropolitan 
area by providing good education 
for all the youth of St. Louis 
county.

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The Railroad Program 


The railroad relief program which the Ad- 
ministration has submitted to Congress is a 
mixture of the good, the bad, and the omitted. 

Without doubt the proposed federal guar- 
antees on loans for fixed improvements and 
purchase of freight cars are in order. Rail- 
road credit has all but dried up at the very 
time when heavy investments in plant and 
equipment are called for. If the program 
which Secretary Weeks has offered, with the 
indorsement of the President, does no more 
than loosen up the railroad credit log-jam, it 
will have been very constructive indeed. 

A good case can be made for extending the 
authority of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to petitions for discontinuance of un- 
profitable trains. State regulatory commis- 
sions, in whose hands these decisions now 
rest, are too easily swayed by the illogical 
pressures of local pride. Service for which 
the demand has ceased to exist would be 
stopped without question in any rational sys- 
tem, and the railroads can no longer afford 
the drain of unused service. 

The loopholes through which many truck- 
ers evade regulation by the ICC should have 
been closed long ago. Truck lines which are 
in fact public carriers have been able to get 
around the law by pretending to be private or 
contract carriers and thus charge any rate 
they pleased. This is unfair to competing 
forms of competition and to competing truck- 
ers as well. | 


Along with these desirable measures, the 
Administration has mixed into its recom- 
mended program the worst single proposal 
offered by the railroads. It proposes to give 
the railroads more freedom in cutting rates 
to meet competition from other carriers. This 
would inevitably lead to a rate war between 
the railroads on the one hand and the air, 
truck, bus, barge and pipe lines on the other, 
and quite possibly even among the railroads 
themselves. The ICC might be reduced to 
close to a nonentity. 

The most glaring omission in the Weeks 
program relates to federal excise taxes on 
freight and passenger charges. These taxes 
were imposed at the time of the Second World 
War to discourage traffic other than that re- 
quired for the war effort. That purpose has 
long since disappeared. It is unrealistic to 
leave this vestigial burden on an already 
overburdened industry. No doubt the Ad- 
ministration was thinking of its own financial 
requirements when it rejected excise tax re- 
peal, but that does not help solve the rail- 
road problem. 


Perhaps the most important result of the 
Administration’s recommendations will be to 
communicate to Congress a sense of the ur- 
gency which the Executive branch feels in 
responding to the plight of the railroads. The 
condition is grave and it is urgent. Congress 
should enact legislation broad and bold 
enough to put a sound base once again 
under an industry which is one of the nation’s 
greatest and most indispensable resources. 


A Metropolitan Board Created 


Certification of freeholder petitions in St. 
Louis county assures this city-county metro- 
politan complex of a unique opportunity to 
tackle and solve its many area-wide problems. 

Mayor Tucker and the city’s 18 Circuit 
Judges are believed to have named the city’s 
nine freeholders last fall. If the city’s dele- 
gation is a first-class one, the appointing au- 
thorities in the county—the County Council 
and the county’s Probate and Circuit Judges— 
will have a goal to emulate or better. And if 
by chance the city’s list does not include any 
of the principals of the $300,000 Metropolitan 
St. Louis Survey, then the county authorities 
ought to consider remedying the deficiency. 


Once they are appointed, the freeholders 
will have only a year to produce a plan for 
submission to the people of city and county 
in separate elections. The field in which they 
will operate is virtually as wide as they choose 
to make it. The Metropolitan Survey held 
that metropolitan activity was basic to im- 
proved public transportation, roads, planning, 
economic development, sewage and drainage, 
property assessment and civil defense. This 
list makes sense, but it does not rule out 
other areas of need. 

Time tends to aggravate rather than cure 
city-county problems. It is good that finally 
they are about to be grappled with by a body 
with power to act. And for that thanks are 
owing to those whose efforts at soliciting sig- 
natures have brought about the creation of 
this metropolitan board of freeholders. 


Rejoicing in Jerusalem 

In Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and Haifa, in Beer- 
sheba, Nazareth and Rehovot, the people of 
Israel today are celebrating the heroic effort 
to bring into being—in the course of a single 
decade and despite open and undeclared war 
—a modern state in an ancient land, little 
more than desert. And all over the world, 
friends of Israel are saluting the effort—for 
it represents much more than the wringing of 
riches out of barrens. 

In the words of Israel’s declaration of inde- 
pendence, it was an attempt to recreate an 
ancient nation in a new form which “will be 
based on the principles of liberty, justice and 
peace as conceived by the Prophets of Israel; 
will uphold the full social and political equali- 
ty of all its citizens, without discrimination 
of religion, race or sex; will guarantee free- 
dom of religion, conscience, education and 
culture...” 

Is the effort—which still goes on—meeting 
with success? By the factors which econo- 
mists count, as today’s Mirror of Public Opin- 
ion indicates, the answer is Yes. Press and 
radio are dynamic. Cultural activities flour- 
ish. And an impressive educational system 
promises even more for the future. 

What shadows the accomplishment is the 
unwillingness of the neighboring states to ac- 
cept Israel as a friendly example of what they 
might be doing to improve their lot. Arab 
forces launched an attack on May 14, 1948, 
the day Britain’s Palestinian mandate came 


_ing the open gates of a little country offering 


a haven to all who come determined to work 
miracles of science to achieve what less cou- 
rageous men call impossible. 


Inhuman Way to Treat Anybody 

In ordering the return of ex-Communist 
William Heikkila to the United States from 
Finland where he had been sent incommuni- 
cado, Gen. Joseph M. Swing, United States 


Commissioner of Immigration and Naturaliza- 


tion, did the right thing. He also did the 
thing he could reasonably do under 
circumstances. 


Using Gestapo-like tactics, immigration 
agents had seized Heikkila as he left his place 
of employment as a draftsman in San Fran- 
cisco. He was sent off immediately in a Gov- 
ernment airplane to Vancouver, B.C. From 
there he was flown by commercial service 
to Amsterdam and then on to Helsinki. At 
no time was he allowed to get in touch with 
his wife. Neither was he allowed to go home 
and pack so much as an overnight bag. 

What was this Iron Curtain police state 
act all about? Some 56 years ago Heikkila 
was born in Finland. His brought 
him to the United States when he was a baby. 
For about 10 years, 1929 to 1939, so he has 
testified, he was a Communist. On the basis 
of this, the Immigration Service has been 
trying to deport him for 10 years. 


Heikkila prefers to live in the country that 
has been his home all these years and so has 
fought the deportation attempts in the fed- 
eral courts. At the time he was spirited away, 
a hearing on a motion in the case had been 
set for May 2 by Federal Judge Edward P. 
Murphy in San Francisco. Until that motion 
is disposed of the case is not closed and it 
was undoubtedly in contempt of court to 
seize him while it was pending. 

It is not necessary to sympathize in the 
slightest with the Communist political theo- 
ries which Heikkila has held at one time or 
another to be angered by this inhuman con- 
duct of a branch of the Department of Jus- 
tice. Bruce Barber, Director of Immigration 
at San Francisco, and his agents ought to be 
required to tell under oath in federal court 
why and on whose authority they used these 
police state methods. 

The Heikkila case is one for Attorney Gen- 
eral Rogers to look into. It too closely re- 
calls the days in the Truman Administration 
when J. Howard McGrath was Attorney Gen- 
eral and immigration officials in Washington 
and New York were trying to outdo each 
other in kicking around Ellen Knauf. 
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Opening Guns on Reorganization 


The battle over President Eisenhower’s 
military reorganization program was joined 
when Secretary of Defense McElroy appeared 
before the hostile Armed Services Committee 
which is headed by the veteran and very able 
Representative Carl Vinson. The opening 
exchanges leave no doubt that the fight for 
reorganization is going to.be just about the 
toughest one for the Administration. 

Mr. McElroy presented an argument diffi- 
cult to refute when he told the committee 
that modern weapons and techniques would 
be of little use in the hands of an outmoded 
organization structure. His denials of any 
desire to control the entire $40,000,000,000 
military budget, which he has made so often, 
were not open to successful challenge. Un- 
doubtedly before the sessions are over he 
will have to deny again and again the shop- 
worn accusations of intention to set up a 
Prussian staff, a man on horseback, and un- 
due interference with service roles and mis- 
sions. 


They Cut Output, Not Prices 


The new rise in the consumer price index 
at a time of heavy unemployment and indus- 
trial recession is another testimonial to the 
increasing rigidity of prices in our economy. 

The classical theory of supply and demand 
assumes that when demand slackens, pro- 
ducers will lower their prices in order to dis- 
pose of the supply. What happens nowadays 
is quite different. Auto manufacturers, for 
example, do not deeply cut car prices; instead 
they make fewer cars. As they require less 
steel, the demand for steel plummets. But 
steel makers do not cut prices to dispose of 
their output. They cut output instead. 


There are, of course, good reasons why 
steel and auto makers and other manufac- 
turers cannot slash prices at the first sign of 
declining demand. One reason is that labor 
contracts generally prevent them from slash- 
ing wages. That is not a bad thing but a 
good thing. For when declining wages start 
chasing declining prices, the bottom of the 
spiral may be very deep and far more painful 
than anybody but a classical economist with 
a comfortable income wants to endure. 

Given the built-in price and wage rigidities 
of our economy, the classical remedy for a 
recession—namely, going through the wring- 
er—is fortunately denied us. But remedies 
are still needed, and they must be addressed 
to the crucial problem of restoring the pro- 
duction which nowadays is cut instead of 
prices.

Ten Years for Israel 


A Tiny State Marks Vast Progress, Many Problems, Continued Arab Enmity

The State of Israel celebrates its 
tenth anniversary on Thursday, 
April 24. Some 300 Jewish com- 
munities in the United States, as 
well as many in other countries 
throughout the world, will join in 
celebrating the tenth birthday of 
“Medinet Yisrael”—*“God strives” or 
“rules.” For non-Jews the timing is 
confusing; the Jewish state in what 
had been Palestine was proclaimed 
on May 14, 1948.

An Oath for Missouri 


The Missouri Society of Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution is 
trying to introduce a state pledge, 
and the attempt has already caused 
much controversy in Columbia. It 
has been approved by Gov. James T. 
Blair, and now the group seeks the 
acceptance of the pledge from the 
Legislature, Department of Educa- 
tion and Missouri residents. 

What is the purpose of this move 
by the Daughters of the Revolution, 
and what do they hope to achieve 
by it? They believe the pledge will 
make Missourians more aware of 
their history, ideals and heritage. 
They hope that the state pledge will 
be added to the national oath of 
allegiance. Here is their proposed

The United States gesture threw 
the special U.N. meeting into a tur- 
moil and caused bad feeling. be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, also other friendly nations. 
But de jure recognition was held 
off until Jan. 31, after the first 
elected Israeli Government took 
over. 

Soviet Russia, on the other hand, 
extended de jure recognition on May 
17. Except for a breach of about a 
month in 1953—on Russia’s initiative 
—the two nations have maintained 
full diplomatic relations since. 

But in recent years Russia has 
been taking an increasingly pro-

INDUSTRIAL AND COM- 
mercial loans decreased by $2.,- 
000,000 during the week ended 
April 16 at reporting member 
banks in leading cities, Federal 
Reserve Board said.

000,000 lower than the total 
a year earlier. So far this year 
commercial and _ industrial 
loans have decreased by $1,- 
645,000,000, compared to an in- 
crease of $225,000,000 in the 
corresponding portion of last 
year.

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Fresh Produce Sup 


Situation Easing 
After Period 


of Shortages and 
High Prices.

IT IS ALWAYS pleasant to 
be the bearer of good tidings, 
so we are happy to be able to 
strike a cheerful note in this 
week's column. After a period 
of temporary shortages and 
high prices on fruits and vege- 
tables due to erratic weather 
conditions throughout the coun- 
try, it is encouraging to note 
several straws in the wind 
which indicate that better days 
are on the way. 


This doesn’t mean that you 
may expect great bargains this 
week, but it does mean that 
the strain on the budget may 
be eased before long. 


A number of vegetables 
which have been ridiculously 
high have come down in price; 
they aren’t cheap, but the 
trend is in the right direction. 
The first of the homegrown 
produce is coming to market: 
not in any volume, but token 
deliveries which serve as re- 
minders that very soon now 
St. Louis food stores will be 
filled with locally grown fruits 
and vegetables. And, of course, 
homegrown items can be of- 
fered at more reasonable prices 
because no _ transportation 
charges are involved. 


Perhaps the most important 
point upon which we base our 
optimistic outlook is the fact 
that sometime in the near fu- 
ture many sections of the coun- 
try will be in production simul- 
taneously, which means abun- 
dant supplies. 


Following the freezing weath- 
er in Florida which took such 
a toll of tender vegetables, 
there was a great deal of plant- 
ing unusually late in the sea- 
son. The crops resulting from 
these late plantings will over- 
lap with those from other sec- 
tions of the country, in all 
probability. 

a a 

TAKE CORN as an example. 
Great quantities of it were 
planted in Florida following the 
freeze; it is now coming into 
St. Louis in volume. Prices 
are high, but the corn looks 
very nice indeed, worm-free 
and with bright green shucks. 

We mentioned that prices 
had come down on several 
vegetables which had been out 
of reach. These include egg- 
plant, peppers and cucumbers. 
None of them are cheap or 
even moderate in price yet, but 
they are expected to be im the 
very near future. 

We are just around the cor- 
ner from homegrown aspara- 
gus; in the meantime ample 
supplies are coming in from 
California and Washington. 
Keep your eye on asparagus; 
when the homegrown crop hits 
you should be able to find 
some very good buys. 

Artichokes have come down 
to’ the point where they can 
be included in the “good buys’”’ 
category; the same is true of 
green beans. 

For some weeks now we have 
been stressing two vegetables 
as outstanding buys — carrots 
and mushrooms—and both are 
still real values. 

Cauliflower and celery are 
slightly higher than usual; 
prices are not down to normal, 
but the quality is very good and 
there is a wide selection of 
varieties — yellow Bermudas, 
the semi-flat yellow Granex, 
and whites. 

New potatoes from Florida 
are not arriving in quite 
enough volume to make them 
a bargain. This also is true of 
tomatoes; it probably will be a 
few weeks before there is 
much relief in price.

VEGETABLES in the mod- 
erate price category include 
beets, broccoli, cabbage, esca- 
role and endive (however, 
there is wide variation in qual- 
ity on these salad vegetables), 
green onions and squash. 

Iceberg lettuce should be a 
bargain, but leaf lettuce is ex- 
pensive. 

It is very hard to make pre- 
dictions on strawberries since 
the situation is, literally, as 
changeable as the weather in 
the growing areas. However, 
the Louisiana crop is expected 
to peak during the next two 
weeks and with California also 
shipping there may be some 
good values. 

The Louisiana berries now 
in market are a different va- 
riety than most of those to 
which we are accustomed. 
They aren't deep red, but the 
lighter color is not an indica- 
tion that they are under ripe; 
it is just characteristic of the 
variety which, incidentally, has 
a rather high sugar content. 

This question of varieties 
also enters into the grapefruit 
picture. Arizona grapefruit is 
coming into St. Louis now; by 
nature, it is rather tart in fla- 
vor compared to the sweeter 
varieties from Texas and Flor- 
ida. It is just a question of 
which you prefer; some like 
one, some the other, but don’t 
expect them to be the same. 

Shipments are heavier on 
California Valencia oranges, 
with the large sizes more at- 
.ractive in price.

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IF THESE WARM APRIL DAYS have tempted you to 
spend the afternoons working in the garden, chances are that 
you may be feeling a little guilty because you know that re- 


cently your dinners have been on the sketchy side. 


The family 


may not have complained—not yet—but in your own heart you 
know that you have been hurrying into the house just a few 
minutes before Dad was due home, then going through those 
motions known among homemakers as “getting supper on the 


table in a hurry.” 


In woman-talk, this phrase 
universally is understood to 
mean (a fact which is never ad- 
mitted to men) grabbing what- 


ever can be found in refrigera- 
tor or on closet shelf, warming 
it up, and serving it without 
further ado. 


There is one happy solution 
to the problem: one which will 
allow you to stay outside as 
late as you wish and still serve 
your family a hearty, nutritious 
evening meal. The answer is a 
pot-roast which can be started 
on to cook before you leave 
the house, and will then sim- 
mer along to flavorful perfec- 
tion while you go your merry 
way. 

Not too long ago pot-roasts 
were considered strictly cold- 
weather fare, but this is no 
longer the case, according to 
local meat men. 
ranges have eliminated the old 
complaint that cooking a pot- 
roast heated up the kitchen, 
and women have become ac- 
eustomed to automatic con- 
trols which eliminate the need 
for pot-watching. 


There are two other good 
reasons for serving pot-roast. 
One is the very practical mat- 
ter of economy; it is being of- 
fered at attractive prices (see 
today’s marketing column). The 
other is that pot-roast is a fav- 
orite with men—an important 
factor not to be overlooked by 
the wise wife. 

A pot-roast is, of course, 
prepared by only one method 
and that is braising. A moist, 
slow cooking period is needed 
for the less-tender cuts of 
meats. But slight variations of 
flavor or changes in the other 
foods added make it possible 
to serve pot-roast in countless 
ways. 

That tempting Midwestern 
Pot-Roast shown above is giv- 
en a Slightly different twist

through the addition of cara- 
way seeds. 

To prepare it, mix three 
tablespoons of flour, two tea- 
spoons salt and one-fourth tea- 
spoon pepper together. Dredge 
a three- to four-pound arm or 
blade pot-roast in the seasoned 
flour, then brown in three ta- 
blespoons of fat. Pour off the 
excess drippings. 


It is well to remember to | 


brown meat slowly. A slow 
brown will stay on better than 
a quick brown at a high tem- 
perature. The browning process 
is most important in preparing 
a good pot-roast.

A Plariked Meal 
Planned 


For Two Persons 


AN ATTRACTIVE WAY to 
serve the main course of a 
meal is to plank it. This ts 


especially true when there are 
only two or three people for 
dinner. Small serving dishes 
of vegetables and a smal] plat- 
ter of meat often look skimpy, 
while the same foods served 
from a plank make a _ unit 
which looks much more gene- 
rous and inviting. 

Planked dinners look pretty 
fancy when served in a res- 
taurant, but actually they are 
very simple to prepare. Broil- 
er meats can be cooked en- 
tirely on a plank, or the foods 
can be partially cooked and 
then arranged on the plank 
with a fluting of whipped po- 
tatoes, to be finished off in 
the oven. For the plank use 
a chopping board if you wish, 
and don’t worry if it has knife 
marks on it because the food 
will cover it. 

The inexpensive dinner 
shown here includes chicken 


_ legs, canned corn and green 


beans. The plank is garnished 
with spiced apricots and ripe 
olives, both of which are good 
served either hot or cold. 
Prepared masiied potato 
mix was used for the fluting 
which can be piled around with 
a spoon, or fluted on as de- 
sired. Another nice feature of 
this meal is that it is elegant 
in. appearance and flavor, but 
surprisingly low cost. Most of 
the foods used will be found 
at moderate cost. White table 
wine is an excellent choice to 
serve with this meal.

~—Gen. Curtis E. LeMay said 
today the threat of general war 
inereases cach day as the So- 
viet Union grows stronger. 


But. Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor! 


said a big war is less likely 
than limited wars because of 
the nuclear strength of both 
sides. 


Taylor, Army chief of staff, 
and LeMay, Air Force vice 
chief of staff, addressed the 
American Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association convention. 
Adm. Harry D. Felt, vice chief 
of naval operations, also joined 
in the military discussions. 

“Where before they (the Rus- 
sians) had no capability for 
general war,” LeMay said, “to- 
day they have a nuclear stock- 
pile, 25,000 operational aircraft, 
and a strong scientific and 


technical research and develop- 
ment program. The danger of 


general war is 
as these capabilities are mold- 
ed to fit their desire for world 
domination.” 

LeMay and Taylor differed 
on “mutual deterrence” — the 
idea that with each side able to 
destroy the other with nuclear 
weapons, neither will start a 
war. 

“The Air Force believes in 
deterrence,” LeMay said, “We 
do not, however, believe in the 


false security that derives from 


believing the myth of mutual 
deterrence.”

WASHINGTON, April 24 


(AP)—Scientists are studying 


the upper atmosphere near the 
Arctic regions with something 
new in the way of thermom-

| “Although the rocket is the 
‘only means of attaining the 
right heights, its great speed 
does not allow an ordinary 
thermometer probe to come 
into equilibrium with the at- 
mosphere,” the committee said. 
“It therefore becomes neces- 
sary to calculate temperatures 
indirectly from pressure, dens- 
ity or velocity of sounds.”

What was wrong te start out with here was 
“The Red Mill” which was very hot stuff in 1966 
when Fred Stene starred in it but which strene- 
ously resisted medernization. Simply adding a 
deal of talk about the Brussels Fair, 


Miss Stritch and Miss Jones were also permitted to 
exercise their charm but not much talent. The unfortunate 
Mr. Nichols and Miss May, who are a very funny team 
of young comics, were not even permitted charm, having 
been imbedded in roles as spoiled and impossible young 
movie stars. Both for the show and for their own budding 
careers, this was a terrible mistake. Even Victor Herbert's 
music, which is indestructible, seemed a little tired and 
tentative and some of the new lyrics were disastrous. 


HAVE THERE EVER BEEN any book musicals on 
television that were any good? Well, there was “Peter 
Pan” which, incidentally, was produced by Fred Coe, and 
there was “Annie Get Your Gun”—both with Mary Martin 
and both preceded by long stage runs to get the kinks 
out. I can recall no other good ones and I can remember 
a good many other bad ones. Perhaps the only solution is 
advance tryouts. 


Sunday night I watched the Dinah Shore show 
which was neither the best mer the worst of her 
weekly shows. It was simply a routine Shore show 
which is to say a very good one—colorful, tuneful, 
witty, gay, beautifully directed and preduced and 
very tightly packaged. There were nowhere near 
the assembly of big names te put it over and yet 
I'd say it was about five times better a show than 
“The Red Mill.” 


Why? Well, I think a trained expert crew that had 
worked together many times has a lot to do with it. Om 
this show. Miss Shore brought out the three Emmys her 
show had won and used that as an excuse to line her crew 
up behind her. It’s an impressive roster all right and in 
all the small details of lighting and sound and camera 
work and settings and costuming and all the other myriad 
things that go into a live show, it is a very seasoned team, 


ALSO, SIMPLY THE FACT that Miss Shore and her 
crew do it every week makes it easier, at least on a show 
of this sort. Much of the first night strain disappears on 
a show which bobs up week after week. It’s not, after all, 
now or never. Of course, it helps to have someone as 
personable and talented and inexhaustible as Miss Shore 
around but, let’s face it, she has been very carefully 
handled by a team that includes Bob Banner, her director; 
and Ticker Freeman, her musical adviser.

STEINCROHN: My husband has had four 
deaths in his family due to heart attacks. Two brothers 
at 49 years of age and his mother and father.

He is 43 and of slender build, weighs 152 pounds and 
is 5 feet 7 inches tall. His cholesterol count was 240. He 
was told to cut out fats, oils, butter and milk. Until lately 
he was consuming a quart of milk a day and a big helping 
of ice cream at night before bedtime. 


What we would like te know is this: Will his 
cholesterol come down if he stays on this low fat 
diet? Occasionally I have to use a bit of oil. 
Would corn oll be the best bet? As for candy, 
how are gum drops or erange slices?

so it makes good sense to use 
them outdoors. The fumes 
from almost all types of re- 
movers are toxic and you can’t 
find a better ventilated part of 
the tha 


work at best and there won't 
be any chance of harming 
anything if the work is done 


outdoors. 

Stripping off an old paint or 
varnish finish with a liquid or 
paste remover is e if you 
let the remover do the work. 
Brush the liquid over the sur- 
face and then give it plenty of 
time to work softening up the 
finish. If you've given the re- 
mover enough time it should 
be possible to strip off the 
finish easily .with a wad of 
steel wool or a putty knife. If 
you have to work hard and 
serape to get it off it means 
you need more remover or that 
you should give the remover 
more time. 

Many old finishes consist of 


the easy way to 
handle these is to take them 
off one at a time rather than 
all at once. You'll do a better 
job with less risk of damage 
to the wood if you don’t try to 
take several coats off with one 
application of the remover. 
After all the old finish is off, 
wipe the wood down with al- 
cohol before applying a new 
finish. This is a very impor- 
tant step because most remov- 
ers contain wax and unless all

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Child at Meals 


MOST PARENTS WILL AGREE when reminded that 

a little child’s span of attention is short and that he can 

remain still for only a short time. Yet this fact often 

annoys people whose control has been established by long 

habit. They shout at the restless and noisy child to quiet 

him. They want him to sit still at the table and wait until 

. the grownups have finished their meal and their talk. They 

are even annoyed when a child who has finished his meal 
asks to be excused. 


It would be much better to give the very 
young child, one who has only recently learned 
te handle a spoon and fork, his meal by himself. 
He will gain more confidence that way and he will 
not be under the pressure of the grownups’ eyes 
and admonitions.

HATFIELD THE RAIN- 
MAKER’S' greatest triumph 
was his greatest tragedy. 

More than 40 years .ago, a 
slender, balding little man with 
a hawk nose and the vaude- 
ville-like title approached the 
water-starved Southern Cali- 
fornia community of San Diego 
with a proposition that bor- 
dered on black magic in that 
more primitive scientific age. 

He could, he announced con- 
fidently, fill the town’s Morena 
Reservoir with fresh, soft rain 
water—for a stipend of $10,000. 

Very probably, none of the 
city fathers of the day placed 
any great faith in Charles Mal- 
lory Hatfield’s claims that he 
could render rain from cloud- 
less skies by some mysterious 
combination of chemicals 

But a drouth-stricken Wty is 
in no position to take sides in 
the ages-old debate between 
pure science and mumb0o- 
jumbo, and on Jan. 1, 1916, 
Hatfield the Rainmaker began 
erecting on the bank of the 
reservoir the experimental 
towers which were to become 
his trademark. 


It took him only two weeks 
to prove te most of his de- 
tractors—te their sorrow— 
that he could, indeed, make 
rain. By mid-month, record- 
breaking rains were drench- 
ing the town. The reservoir 
filled quickly, but as the 
deluge continued, another 
dam, the Lower Otay, col- 
lapsed under the weight of 
the water with a crash de- 
scribed by one local news- 
paper as being “like the 
‘ erack of doom.” 


A 50-foot wall of water, 
which by this time angered 
residents had come to regard 
as Hatfield’s exclusive prop- 
erty, went swooshing down the 
Sweetwater river basin, drown- 
ing an estimated 20 persons. 

The flood inundated almost 
all of San Diego county, 
washed out 119 bridges and 
caused millions of dollars in 
property damage. 

Hatfield himself had to flee 
for his life, not once, but twice. 

When the water had sub- 
sided, bands of irate farmers 
armed with pitchforks and 
clubs scoured the county look- 
ing for him. 

Needless to say. he never 
collected the $10,000 from his 
aroused employers. 


“When the damage suits 
started pouring in,” he recalled 
many years later after a mo- 
tion picture, “The Rainmaker,” 
had been filmed about his tur- 
bulent life, “the city council- 
men maintained the flood was 
an act of God. 

“If they paid me for start- 
ing it, I guess they would have 
been liable.” 

Hatfield, as always, had the 
courage of his convictions, 
however. He threatened to sue. 


“*Fine,’ they told me,” he 
said, “‘Go ahead and sue, but 
be sure and state in the 
complaint that you started 
the flood so the farmers will 
sue you for millions of dol- 
lars and not us.’” 


The question of whether Hat- 
field actually produced the 
catastrophe with his potions to 
“woo the clouds” or just hap- 
pened to be in the right place 
at the wrong time is still fond 
fodder for argument. 


If he did produce it, how 
he managed it never will be 
known. 

He carried his rainmaking 
secret to the grave with him 
when he died in obscurity three 
months ago, ironically enough, 
in the arid desert town of 
Pearblossom. 

The mortuary which made 
the arrangements for the 82- 
year-old but still self-confident 
Hatfield’s funeral said his 
brother asked that there be 
no final flash of publicity for 
the man who spent much of 
his lifetime making news—and 
rain. 

There is some reason to be- 
lieve, however, that Hatfield 
the Rainmaker was not as un- 
scientific as his stage name 
would imply, although his crit- 
cis insist that his secret was 
merely to study rainfall records 
and try to beat storms to their 
next ports of call. 

Hatfield never explained his 
system beyond saying that it 
involved “a certain chemical,” 
but he is know to have com- 
mented during a discussion of 
more modern rainmaking ex- 
periments with dry ice: 

“They'll make it!” 

Whether that means he was 
40 years ahead of his time in 
crossing up nature or was sim- 
ply expressing the opinion that 
sooner or later someone would 
discover his formula is an un- 
answerable question. 

Nor is it clear why he never 
divulged his secret.

not put it to use after the 
early 1930s, and he once of- 
fered to communicate it to the 
Government — but to no one 
else. 

It may be that the San Diego 
debacle made him fearful of 
the system, as Dr. Frankenstein 
was of his monster, for Hat- 
said only two years before his 
death that he might pass on 
his secret before he died. 

But he added: 

“It’s a good thing to know, 
and I suppose I should leave it 
behind. But it’s so darn hard 
to control that I’m almost 
afraid to.” 

Contrary to much of the pub- 
licity circulated about him in 
his heyday, Hatfield did not 
contend that he could produce 
rain where there was no mois- 
ture in the air. 

In 1931, he offered to fill 
Southern California's fast dry- 
ing Big Bear lake with water 
for $10,000, but when the local 
citizenry hemmed and hawed 
on the deal, Hatfield withdrew 
for the season. 

In offering to do his stuff 
the following fall, he ex- 
plained: 

“People still think I can 
work miracles. 1 can't, and 
nobody else can make it rain 
unless there's some moisture 
in the air to be captured.” 

And two decades later he 
added the footnote that all he 
did atop his towers was set 
out pans of that certain chemi- 
cal and wait for nature to do 
the rest. 

“The chemical fumes float 
up into the air and mix with 
the natural elements—it works 
on the humidity—and it just 
naturally starts raining.” 

The importance of rain to 
farmers and ranchers was 
stressed to Hatfield as a 
youngster. He was born on 


one of his father’s large San 
Diego county ranches and be- 
gan studying meteorology as a 
child. 

By the time he was 27, he 
was conducting his first ex- 
periments in rainmaking. The 
theory on which he operated 
then was to create a low baro- 
metric pressure to induce the 
formation of rain-laden clouds. 

He put his theory to the 
test on top of an old windmill, 
and assertedly produced a small 
quantity of rain in 1902. 


Hatfield’s first major com- 
mercial venture came in 
1904, when the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce of- 
fered him $1000 for 18 inches 
of rain. They got their 
money's worth. Hatfield set 
up shop in the nearby foot- 
hills and started sending his 
thin columns of fumes sky- 
ward. Thirty inches of rain 
fell in less than three 
months, almost twice the av- 
erage amount for an entire 
year in the area. 


After that, and despite the 
San Diego affair. Hatfield 
traveled about producing rain 
from the Klondike to Hon- 
duras. He once boasted that 
he successfully brought rain 
to 42 parched areas between 
1902 and 1931. 

His “best rain next to the 
1916 flood,” he was fond of 
recalling, came pouring down 
after he accepted a challenge 
from farmers in California's 
Stanislaus county. 

They agreed to pay him 
$1500 for 12 inches of rain. 

“Two days later I started 
the darndest downpour you 
ever saw.” Hatfield would 
chortle. “It rained for four 
days and nights. 


Worry---A Dangerous Habit

EVERYONE woriies occa- 
sionally. We would not be in- 
telligent if we didn’t. However, 
most of us worry too much. 
The worry habit is a vicious 
and a dangerous one.

average worrier and, of course, 
the expert. This is one art you 
do not want to practice to be- 
come expert in. 

The worry habit when 
practiced constantly can turn 
inte a neurosis which be- 
comes a real psychological 
problem for the victim. He 
or she becomes afraid of ev- 
erything, even such simple 
experiences as a shopping 
trip or a session at the beau- 
ty parlor. This may sound 
extreme to you but it is not 
overdrawn. It happens to 
many people. 

Usually the result of worry 
is not so extreme. Many folks 
worry about their health. Many 
of these have been told by 
competent doctors that there is 
absolutely nothing wrong with 
them, but they continue with 
their fears. The person in this 
state is usually tired all of the 
time, is usually sensitive and 
shy and sometimes suffers 
from dizziness. He is often a 
of insomnia, too.

“I think the rainfall figure 
was up to about nine or 10 
inches when the farmers want- 
ed to call the whole thing off. 
It was raining so hard they 
couldn't work the fields, and 
their crops were washing away. 

“But a bargain’s a bargain 
with me, and I kept it up for 
two more days until I hit the 
12-inch mark. They were al- 
most as happy to see me leave 
as the San Diego farmers 
were.” 

Another time, Hatfield and 
his brother, Paul, were paid 
$8000 to produce two inches of 
rain at Tulare, Calif. Again, he 
overshot the mark. 

“I had to spend the night in 
a tree when our camp was 
washed out,” he said later. 

In 1929 Hatfield was sum- 
moned to Honduras by the 
Standard Fruit and Steamship 
Co. of New Orleans to produce 
rain to save 700,000 acres of 
fruit which was being dried up 
by a five-month drouth. 

Two days after he went to 
work, it began raining, and 
within 10 days, 4.60 inches had 
fallen. 


It was then that Hatfield 
offered his secret to the 
Government with the predic- 
tion: 


“The time will come when 
man will virtually control 
the weather.” 


Possibly because of his habit 
of overdoing it or perhaps be- 
cause the supply of rain usually 
fills the demand in areas which 
can afford the expense of rain- 
making, Hatfield found that his 
experiments were unprofitable. 
Finally, he turned to selling 
sewing machines. 

When his first wife, Maybelle 


Claire Hatfield, filed suit to 
divorce him in. 1931, she 
charged that he had made 
thousands with his rain con- 
juring. 


But he countered with testi- 
mony that he failed to collect 
for most of his rainmaking and 
that his entire income at the 
time was $18 a week from sell- 
ing sewing machines. 

The wife was given $7 a 
week alimony. 

During the trial, rain began 
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house windows, despite a 
weather bureau prediction of 
fair weather. 

“I hope,” observed the judge, 
“that this isn’t an expression 
of the defendant's displeasure.” 

Six years later, Hatfield mar- 
ried again, this time a member 
of a pioneer California family, 
Martha Priester McLain, who 
died some years ago. 

Although the requests for 
his services dried up com- 
pletely in the 1930s, Hatfield 
never lost his confidence in his 
ability to make rain and never 
stopped offering to try. 

During the great “Dust 
Bowl” drouth of the mid-1930s, 
he offered to alleviate the sit- 
uation for no salary save his 
expenses. 

“I could make it rain any- 
where you name and will do it 
gratis free and will do it for 
bare expenses,” he declared. 
It’s because it makes me so 
sad to think of crops drying 
up and the cattle dying when 
it’s all so unnecessary.” 


The offer. was not ac- 
cepted, and no further of- 
fers .came .Hatfield’s . way. 
Eventually, he slipped inte 
retirement and came to live 
in Pearblossom with a broth- 
er, returning briefly to the 
limelight in 1956 to be spe- 
cial guest at the premiere 
of a movie based on his 
career. 


Yet only a year ago, he 
made San Diego cringe with 
the announcement that he 
could whip the town up a 
nice batch of rain anytime 
it needed moisture. 


“T can still make rain.” Hat- 


field said firmly. “My bones 
ache when it's wet, but if 
they've. got any reservoirs 


down there they want filled, 
all they have to do is call me.”

NEW YORK, April 24. 

WITHDRAWAL by the So- 
viet Union of its United Na- 
tions Security Council resolu- 
tion concerning nuclear-armed 
United States planes can be 
understood only as a tactical 
move to obtain what the So- 
viets were asking for in any 
case—time to study the state- 
ments made during the debate. 

This has not removed the 
Soviet charges from the Coun- 
cil agenda and the Soviet dele- 
gate, Arkady A. Sobolev, can 
at any time call for a meeting 
to resume the debate. 


Mr. Soboley may believe 
his statement that the United 
States really wants a pre- 
ventive war. But it is hard 
to accept the premise that 
such intelligent people as the 
Soviet leaders really are con- 
vinced that any country, with 

‘a knowledge of what retali- 
ation would mean, would 
consider a preventive war 
against limited targets. 


Nothing short of complete 
destruction of all power of re- 
taliation would make any sense 
at all. 


Our Strategic Air Command 
insists that the flights of our 
planes in the Arctic are not in 
any way dangerous to the So- 
viets. I think it would be val- 
uable to demonstrate for the 
Security Council how we are 
enforcing safeguards against 
an unauthorized attack. 

Is it essential to training 
for our planes to carry nuclear 
bombs? That is a question I 
would like to have answered. 


PREMIER NIKITA  S.«. 
KHRUSHCHEV’'S speech at 
the Polish embassy reception 
in Moscow a few days ago must 
have been meant primarily for 
consumption in the Soviet 
Union. 


His metaphor of a “Spitting 
Camel” was hardly appropriate 
for a cocktail party. And, of 
course, the Soviet people must 
be told that we are anxious to 
start a war or the fear which 
makes them forego so many of 
the pleasant things in life 
would gradually be worn away 
and they would want to live 
better, free of fear. 


The day may come when 
we can try peaceably to per- 
suade the uncommitted na- 
tions of the world that free- 
dom has value and that un- 
der freedom much that is 
worthwhile can be accom- 
plished.

Child Eating Oui 


SOME FAMILIES make a practice of taking their 
children out to dinner in a restaurant from time to time as 
a lesson in manners. 

They don't take them to a drive-in, or & coffee shop 
or some other place Where run-of-the-mill manners will 
do for children. They take them to a fine restaurant and 
select a prominently placed table. They find—as I have 
found in taking my own children out in such a way— 
that the children actually police each other. They are 
embarrassed, if they see the youngest starting to wipe his 
fingers on his trousers and in stage whispers they tell 
him not to. 

If you try this, explain in advance what the children 
should expect in such a restaurant. Tell them that they 
will be expected to sit completely through the meal—that 
getting up and down will disturb other diners.

Try te remember your own first meal in a 
resturant and that perhaps it was some strain for 
you. If a young child in your family does not seem 
able te stand such strains well, it is better to delay 
the experience and to leave him with someone with 
whom he can eat without such special attention 
te the comfort ot others. 


When a child has gone through a restaurant meal well, 
be sure to commend him. When his behavior has been 
difficult, consider that perhaps you made a mistake in 
taking him to such a restaurant before he was ready for 
the experience or when he was tired or overstimulated.

‘Play Closet’ aah On at Maryville College

WITH THE HELP of their 
86-year-old “play , closet,” 
Maryville College drama stu- 
jents have created 18 hand- 


some period costumes at a to- 
tal cost of $6. 


The dresses, most of them 
made of the rich fabrics so 
popular in the middle and late 
nineteenth century, will be 
seen on the Maryville Little 
Theater stage Saturday after- 
noon and night and Sunday 
night when the department 
presents “The Heiress.” For 
some vf the giils, it wili be a 
stage debut. But not for the 
costumes. 


Begun in 1872, not long 
after the founding of the 
college, Maryville’s famed 
“play closet” has expanded 
until today it occupies an 
entire room, lined with cabi- 
nets where dresses, hats, rid- 
ing stocks, helmets, shoes, 
swords, a grass skirt, sun- 
bonnets, false faces—even a 
make - believe fence — are 
neatly put away and cat- 
alogued. And every time the 
drama department § starts 
work on a new production, a 
visit to the “play closet” is 
in order. 


Some of the costumes have 
been used over and over again 
—=in toto or in part—as genera- 
tions of drama students have 
remodeled them in keeping 
with the occasion, removing a 
bustle, adding a ruffle, letting 
out a hem or creating a com- 
pletely new design. 


Donated to the college by 
alumnae and friends, the “play 
closet” reflects fashion’s pro- 
cession through the _ years. 
There are three hand-made 
summer gowns, all over a cen- 
tury old. There are slips with 
whalebone and silk lining. 
There are about 20 basques, 
some with 27-inch waistlines. 


From the belongings of Capt. 
Powhattan Clark, a military 
hero of frontier days, came two 
handsome cavalry ¢apes of dark 
blue broadcloth, lined with 
brilliant yellow. One was worn 
by Capt. Clark, the other by 
his wife, Elsie Clemens Clark. 

From Paris the “play closet” 
received a trunkful of clothes 
and shoes; including little red 
shoes that lace up the ankle on 
the inside. Handsome Mardi 
Gras costumes came from New 
Orleans.

ing from academic solemnity 
to alliterative hymor, describe 
the, contents ,of . each bin. 
One, reserved for bolts of 
fabric and other basic ma- 
terials, is designated as “Ma- 
teria Prima.” Next to it is a 
place for “Bayegux Tapestry 
and Bell Boy.” 


But the titles have changed 
with the times. It was not too 
many years ago that Maryville 
College students weren't per- 
mitted to dress in masculine at- 
tire — even on stage.

It is a question whether 
South America or Australia 
was the first to have opos- 
sums.

They lived in North Amer- 
lea long before the coming of 
white men. Indians of Algon- 
quin stock gave them the “op- 
ossum” name. It means “white 
animal.” The faces of Virginia 
opossums are white, or close 
to white, but their body fur is 
gray or black and white. 

Many opossums of South 
America resemble Virginia 
opossums. South America alse 
has several other types, some
